500 DEAD, MISSING; 
IN VENEZUELA FIR 


Flames Sweep Oil Coated 
Lake To Destroy Huts 
of 2,000; Relief Rushed. 


_CARACAS, Venezuela, Nov. 14. 
(P)—The oil town of Lagunillas, 
built on stilts on the edge of Lake 
Maracaibo and one of the major 
oil terminals in Venezuela, was 
destroyed last night by a fire in 
which more than 500 persons were 
reported dead or missing. Some es- 
timates of the dead ranged as high 
as 800. 

The flames were assumed to 
have spread quickly over the oil 
film on the lake in which hun- 
dreds of oil derricks stand. The 
fire roared through some 2,000 
wooden shacks which had been 
built out over the water as homes 
of the oil workers of the great 
Lake Maracaibo field. 

The town of 2,500 population, 
believed to be all native, was vir- 
tually wiped out by the high- 
shooting flames before any at-

Only 626 or 26.8 per cent of 
those arrested were between 15 
and 24 years of age, while 1,389 
or 59.5 per cent were from 25 to 
44 years old and 321 or 13.7 were 
45 years old or older. 

And while crime was one of the 
features of the report in which 
Atlantans were surveyed and re- 
surveyed, it by no means forms 
the major part of the report. 

Beginning wit’ 1847 when At- 
lanta extended in a one-mile ra- 
dius from Five Points and had .69 
of a square mile of territory and 
2,838 inhabitants, the report traces 
the phenomenal growth of the 
city through 21 annexations to a 
population of 270,366 persons ac- 
cording to the 1930 census and 
34.44 square miles of incorporated 
area. 

Population densities, birth and 
death rates, infant mortality, tu- 
berculosis deaths, medical services 
required -by citizens, registered 
voters, schools, housing facilities, 
public utilities used by citizens and 
their distribution, distribution of 
automobiles, dispossessory war- 
rants served, public welfare and 
social service recipients, fire alarms 
and many other items are treated 
in a statistical manner in the sur- 
vey. 

A rough summation of the report 
shows that radiating from the cen- 
tral business district for perhaps a 
mile and a half rests Atlanta’s so- 
cial and economic problems. 

Within this area, generally 
speaking, are concentrated the 
most people, those of least eco- 
nomic standing, the greater per- 
céntage of infant deaths, deaths 
from tuberculosis, the most crime, 
the highest death rate, the worst 
housing conditions. The problam is 
presented in graphic form, and 
confirms what nost thinking peo- 
ple have suspected for years— 
those in the lowest economic strata 
are the most costly from a social 
viewpoint. 

For purposes of the survey, 
which was sponsored by the City 
Planning Commission of Atlanta, 
but done under the direction of 
Maurice. R. Brewster, project 
supervisor, the permanent census 
tracts established for Atlanta were 
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utilized. 

Taking November, 1937, as a 
typical month, .he report showed 
that within the congested resi- 
dential areas WPA relief cases also 
were concentrated. Of the 64,558 
families in Atlanta, 6,857 or 105.7 
persons per 1,000 families were on 
the rolls. Whites predominated 
with 3,911 or 57 per cent. There 
were 2,946 negroes or 43 per cent. 
Males comprised 4,994 or 72.8 
per cent of the reliefers and 1,863 
or 27.2 per cent were’women. And 
here again, middle-aged persons 
held the lead. A total of 2,855 or 
41.6 per cent were from 31 to 45 
years old; 2,073 or 30.2 per cent 
were from 18 to 30; 1,684 or 24.6 
per cent from 46 to 60, and 245 
or 3.6 per cent over 60. 

There also was a total of 606 
crippled children in Atlanta in 
1937. This represented 9.3 such 
children per 1,000 families. 

Old-age assistance was being 
meted out to 1,308 cases or two 
to every 100 families. Of this to- 
tal, 616 were white and 692 ne- 
groes. 

Aid to the blind was adminis- 
tered to 73 of whom 21 were 
white and 52 negroes. 

Dependent children getting as- 
sistance totaled 278 with 241 of 
them white and 37 negroes. 


Based on 1935 figures, a total 
of 1,229 children—16.6 out of ev- 
ery 1,000 families—were delin- 
quent. 

A special treatment of the 
housing facilities based on 1934 
census tracts listed 49,172 struc- 
tures, with 13,165 or 26.8 per cent 
in good condition; 21,765 or 44.2 
per cent needing minor repairs; 
11,998 or 24.4 per cent needing 
structural repairs; 2,244 or 4.6 per 
cent unfit for occupancy. 

The survey further showed 25,- 
033 or.34.7 per cent of the dwell- 
ings in Atlanta, based on another 
study of home units, are heated 
with stoves only; 32,384 or 44.9 
per cent have hot and cold run- 
ning water; 33,995 or 47.2 per 
cent have’ cold water only; 5,699 
or 7.9 per cent have no running 
water; 14,862 or 20.6 per cent are 
without an indoor toilet; 22,873 or 
31.7 per cent, are without private 
baths; 33,582 or 46.6 per cent are 
without gas, and 21,191 or 29.4 per 
cent are without electricity. 

Of the total homes, 44,566 or 
65:7 per cent have. gas connec- 
tions; 50,000 or 73.8 per cent have 
electricity, and 32,007 or 47.2 per 
cent have telephones. 

Women, however, go in for list- 
ings in the Medical Service Bu- 
reau. In 1937, out of the 64,588 
families studied, 1,451 or 2.2 per 
cent, were registered. Men com- 
posed 485 or 34.4 per cent of the 
total and women 996, or 66.6 per 
cent, | 

Women also are improving their 
minds. In 1936 48,601 Atlantans 
were members of the library with 
males comprising 10,736 of the 
total, while women «chalked up 
10,686 members. The remaining 
members were juveniles. 

Atlantans owned 42,064 automo- 
biles in 1936 which represented 
64.9 cars for every 100 families, 
but 38,585 of the number were 
driving previous years’ models. 

In 1936 3,113 fire alarms were 
answered by the fire department, 
representing 54.7 per 1,000 struc- 
tures, Of these 295 were false; 
354 fires were caused by careless-

tempt could be made to fight the 
fire or send for help. 
Hundreds Trapped. 

The stilt village, through which 
was shipped much of the oil sent 
to Great Britain from Venezuela’s 
fields, burned *like tinder, and 
trapped hundreds in the houses. 

Within four hours nothing was 
left of the town but floating debris 
and smouldering piles. 

A relief fund totaling 355,000 
bolivars ($110,050) was quickly 
raised by President Eleazor Lopez 
Contreras and the Venezuelan 
government. 

There were conflicting versions 
of the start of the fire, which first 
was seen last night about 9 p. m. 

One report to the government 
said the fire started after a ware- 
house explosion, but another stat- 
ed the explosion of a kerosene 
lamp in a bar had touched off 
the conflagration. 

An indication of the rush of the 
flames over the oil-scummed wa- 
ter was seen fh the report that a 
rescue launch, which had sighted 
the blaze and rushed to the strick- 
én Town, sank with all aboard, 
presumably burned by. the waves 
of flames. 

Relief work was extremely dif- 
ficult and tonight but 100 bodies 
had been recovered. It was be- 
lieved by authorities many hun- 
dreds of bodies were yet under the 
smouldering, floating ruins. 

The survivors were unable to 
save any belongings because of 
the rush of flames through oil- 
soaked pilings. Evidence that some 
persons had attempted to take ar- 
ticles with them was seen when 
one body was brought in with a 
suitcase clutched in one hand. 

The pile ends, which once sup- 


ported houses of the town, were 
smouldering stumps tonight but 
the lake itself was not ablaze. 

Some survivors said a short cir- 
cuit on a post was responsible for 
the deaths of several people who 
were clinging to it. 

Some overloaded duckboards, 
used as sidewalks in the town, 
were said to have collapsed, hurl- 
ing others to their deaths in the 
fiery lake. 

Thousands of persons crowded 
the wharf at Maracaibo awaiting 
news of relatives and friends in 
the burned town. 

The government § distributed 
food and medicine to the survi- 
vors. 

Maracaibo authorities, with the 
co-operation of oil companies 
which’ operate hundreds of oil 
wells drilled in the lake bed, rush- 
ed all available boats on the lake 
to Lagunillas. 

The injured and homeless were 
taken to relief camps hurriedly 
established in the near-by towns 
of Ciudad Ojeda and Bachquero. 

The manager of the Shell Pe- 
troleum Company, which operates 
properties in the area, said there 
were no losses to the company’s

HELSINKI, Finland, Nov. 14.— 
(UP)—Finnish officials tonight 
reported a series of land and air 
incidents along the Russian fron- 
tier and it was reported without 
confirmation that a Soviet war- 
plane had been shot down in the 
developing “war of nerves” be- 
tween the two countries. 

The incidents were reported 
only 24 hours after a breakdown 
in the month-old Moscow negotia- 
tions on Russia's military and ter- 
ritorial demands against Finland 
and the abrupt departure of the 
Finnish negotiators for Helsinki. 

The Russian plane was shot 
down by the Finns, according to 
the unverified reports, in the no- 
man’s-land between the Russian 
and Finnish defense lines along 
the eastern border. 

Foreign Minister Eljas Erkko, 
explaining that the negotiations 
will be reopened only if Russia 
advances more equitable propo- 
sals, was asked if any Soviet ulti- 
matum had been served on Fin- 
land. 

“No, not yet,” he answered. 

Soviet troops along the frontier, 
with heavy concentrations of arm- 
ed forces on both the Russian and 
Finnish sides, 
have charged with fixed bayonets 
toward Finnish barbed wire bar- 
ricades, shooting in the air. 

The “charges,” according to the 
reports reaching Helsinki but un- 
confirmed, evidently were for the 
purpose of 
morale. 

In other intimidation tactics So- 
viet planes were reported to have 
made low, “hedge-hopping” flights 
over the border zones. 

The Finnish defense works are 
some distance back from the 
barbed-wire barriers toward which 
Russian infantry units were re- 
ported to have “charged.” 

The reported frontier incidents, 
including the shooting down of the 
Russian plane by the Finns, were 
said to have developed on the 
Carleian isthmus north of Lenin- 
grad and farther north above Lake 
Ladoga.

Herman McCarthy, the last the 
state now plans to call—gave such 
a complicated outline of the Bund’s 
finances that Judge James Wallace 
unhesitatingly granted a defense 
motion for adjournment until 
Thursday to permit the lawyers 
time to examine the figures. 

The witness, Benjamin Blattner, 
an accountant attached to the dis- 
trict attorney’s office, summed up 
with these conclusions: 

1. That as of October 24, 1938, 
the Bund’s “legal defense fund” 
had a bank account balance of 
$745.38. 

2. That a “black book” listing 
receipts and expenditures indi- 
cated a balance of $4,424.22. 

3. That a check-book stub kept 
by Kuhn—who has been said by 
associates to have had complete 
control over Bund financial mat- 
ters—showed a balance of $384.70. 

The prosecution, which claims 
Kuhn embezzled some $5,641, con- 
tends that he got some of it from 


the defense fund.

a bill reducing the deduction to 
one-tenth of one per cent while 
the United States Bureau of 
Standards, the only yardstick we 
have to go by, claims that gaso- 
line will shrink only one-eighth 
of one per cent per month.”

liable or efficient as one who practices tem- 
perance in his daily life, in or out of the.office. 


The reporter worthy of the name invariably 
has high respect for his profession. It is a 
profession demanding such respect. No fit 
practitioner will do anything, at any time, 
tending to dishoner or sully his entire pro- 
fessional associations. | 

Few, in fact, are the businesses which to- 
day are willing to place upon their pay rolls 
men who are known to be likely, at any time, 
to over-indulge in alcohol or to otherwise re- 
flect adversely upon their jobs. 

If this is true of private business—newspa- 
per publishing or any type—it should be much 
truer when it comes to the service of the public, 
through official, governmental position. 

The governmental employe, whether city, 
county, state or federal, is a man with a mul- 
titude of employers. He is, in the final analysis, 
the servant of the people, his salary is paid 
with their money, his work is for their benefit 
and his actions reflect the character of the 
people who placed him in his job. 

Therefore, it is self-evident that government 
officials, constantly under the observation of 
their employers, the people, should above all 
others so conduct themselves, at all times, to 
bring no undesirable reflection upon their of- 
fices. 

All men who today hold responsible jobs 
know they must uphold the dignity of those 
jobs, in private as well as in public life. If this 
rule has not yet permeated into the ranks of 
government officialdom and government em- 
ploy, it is evident there is much yet to be learnt 
by the servants of the public.

Driving Out Taxpayers 

Several years ago one of the nation’s largest 
corporations maintained its headquarters in 
Newark, N. J. It paid its pro rata share of the 
taxes. But city officials suddenly discovered 
they had been overlooking a source of revenue 
and slapped an assessment of $300,000,000 on 
the corporation’s intangible property. 

The corporation succeeded in getting the 
assessment reduced to $50,000,000, paid $2,000,000 
personal property taxes and began looking 
around for a domicile with a more equitable tax 
viewpoint. The lot fell to Linden. But that 
municipality, instead of welcoming a large new 
taxpayer and reducing the tax rate to other 
residents in accordance with the additiohal 
revenue available, immediately followed the 
example set by the larger city. So the new 
source of income moved again—this time to 
Flemington with a population of 2,700 people. 

This was only two years ago. Even with an 
equitable assessment against the new corporate 
citizen, town authorities were able to reduce the 
1938 state and county tax rate against all the 
people from $3.91 per $100 to 67 cents and the 
tity tax rate from $1.15 to 10 cents. 

Several other corporations have since moved 
in—attracted by the fair measure of assessments. 
The tax rates have now been reduced to 81 
cents, state and county, and eight cents per 
$100 for the city—far below any. other munici- 
pality in the state of New Jersey. Citizens of

Strikingly Surprising 

The Party of the Mexican Revolution, Presi- 
dent Lazaro Cardenas’ political affiliate, has 
nominated a candidate for the presidency of 
Mexico in next July’s election. The nominee is 
Minister of Defense General Manuel Avila Ca- 
macho, the favorite of the present holder of 
the high office. 

Inasmuch as the nomination was no less cut 
and dried than his election next July is ex- 
pected to be, interest in the United States cen- 
ters more on the platform of the’ party than 
upon the nominee himself. 

The convention adopted a platform, to quote 
from the news dispatches, “to nationalize the 
oil industry completely within the next six years. 
If the platform is endorsed, all petroleum hold- 
ings will be seized, and compensation paid only 
‘in the event that it should be absolutely in- 
dispensible,’ and only if it is proved that the 
original concession was not fraudulently ob- 
tained. Land expropriations will also be con- 
tinued as vigorously as possible.” 

This news is unlikely to arouse the feeling 
in the state departments in Washington, Lon- 
don, and elsewhere, that all is serene, diplo- 
matically, on the Mexican horizon, 

Strikingly surprising, however, is the fact 
that independent opposition in the person of 
another general, Juan Andreu Almazan, has 
developed and is given an outside chance for 
success. The surprise, of course, is not so much 
in the strength as in the fact there is any oppo- 
sition at all. Many years have passed in Mexico 
since the party in power, backed by the army, 
has failed to be returned by a landslide vote. 

The platform of General Almazan promises 
to slow down the rate of that change in Mexico 
which has been taking place so rapidly during 
the past few years.

The skies may have cleared slightly, or darkened from horizon to 
horizon when this is printed, but, at the present writing, the wisest 
opinion here is that an onslaught against the low countries is much 
better than an even bet. 

According to the same sources, the meeting between King Leo- 
pold and Queen Wilhelmina succeeded in its purpose. Through this 
fall, the Belgians have been continuously faced with a cruel choice. 
The German desire to use the Netherlands as a jumping-off place 
for intensive attacks on England has long been obvious. By simple 
geography, effective help for the Netherlands must come through 
Belgium. Opening her frontiers to the Allied armies means that 
Belgium must become a belligerent. Thus, the Belgians’ choice has 
been between going to war, or running the risk to her national in- 
tegrity inherent in German occupation of her neighbor. 

It is believed that King Leopold made the choice during his talk 
with the Dutch Queen. Supposing this theory right, the Dutch will 
offer what resistance they may and the Belgians will support them, 


if and when the time tragically comes.

torian setting of Dutch official decor, between the youthful idealist 
who used to hope for a thorough reconstruction of the world econ- 
omy, and the rather dumpy, hardheaded old realist whose lifelong 
policy has been cautiously to deal with the facts as they were.

Both the Netherlands and Belgium are great colonial powers, 
and, while Belgium’s African possessions would only be tempting 
prizes for a victorious Germany, the Netherlands East Indies may 
become the object of an immediate Japanese grab. The temptation 
to Japan is increasing, since there is oil in these ill-defended Dutch 
colonies, and Japan’s oil supply is endangered or diminishing in 
numerous ways. 

Meanwhile, the President’s denunciation of the Japanese-Ameri- 
can commercial treaty takes effect next January. Proclamation of 
a trade embargo against Japan will then be possible and, with the 
war closing other sources of supply and other markets to the Japa- 
nese, an American trade embargo would be almost a death blow to 
them. If the Japanese yield to the temptation to grab for the Neth- 
erlands East Indies, the temptation to this country to resort to the 
trade embargo will be vastly greater. And so it is that a world

There is an article in this| 
week’s Saturday Evening Post by 
Tom Meany, well-known sports 
writer of the New York World- 
Telegram. It is entitled “Dixie 
Plays for Blood,” a most descrip- 
tive caption. For it is about foot- 
ball in the south and football as 
it appears in intersectional games 
between northern and southern 
colleges. 

It is fascinating reading and it 
verifies a contention made in an 
editorial on this page a week or 
so ago. Which verification is, of 
course, gratifying, coming from 
such an authority. . 

That editorial argued that 
southern football teams played 
with greater spirit and more en- 
thusiasm for the game than do the 
teams of the north, which have 
become too mechanized in their 
systems of play. Thus, it was 
argued, southern teams frequently 
play far better on the field than 
the dope on their past perform- 
ances, and personnel, would war- 
rant. Which, perhaps, accounts 
for the dominance in recent years 
of the south in football history 


and for the frequent upsets when. 


little known southern :teams meet 
highly touted colleges on northern 
gridirons.

Trapping While Wearing 
a Fur: Cort

In one of the private dining rooms of the best hotel in a city 
noted for its good food, a score of well-to-do men sit down to a wild- 
duck dinner. They are combining pleasure and business, and when 
they have fed they will hear a talk concerning the sins of govern- 
ment. The ducks cost them $2 each; but they do not complain, for 
they are leading citizens who can afford the best. 

“Tastes like the real thing,” says one. 

“Yes,” his neighbor replies, “they can’t fool you on this flavor. 
Where do you suppose they get them?” 

“Oh, some poor guy in the swamps loves to hunt and shoots more 
than his family can use. Picks up a dollar or two for ammunition 


and cigarettes. Agajnst the law to sell ’em, of course, but there’s no // 


real harm in it. We've got millions of ducks in this country; alway 


will have.” 
That scene can be duplicated in hundreds of hotels and restau 


rants that cater to our prominent and prosperous citizens. Federa®. 
agents estimate that market hunters bootleg over a million ducks, 


geese and swans every year. And epicures who tire of ducks may 
have quail or robins or blackbirds, for these also are slaughtered 
_and bootlegged in countless numbers. 

The killers, for the most part, art native to the swamps. They 
aren’t sportsmen and they don’t hunt; they massacre, They would 
think it wasteful to use a shell on a single bird. 

Their favorite weapon in a 10-foot, home-made blunderbuss, 
mounted on a flat-bottomed boat, which scatters 16 ounces of shot. 
It can kill as many as 300 birds—and wound many more that flutter 
away into the reeds to dive and drown. 

Where greater caution is necessary, the killers use traps of coarse 
fishnet and toll the birds to them by scattering grains of corn in the 
shallow water. A good trap in baited water will catch and hold as 
many as 200 birds. 

Market hunting is big buSiness now, representing a gross of sev- 
eral million dollars a year. And like the other kind of bootlegging, 
it supports men who scorn and hate the law and its agents. It is a 
dirty and shameful business, and the men engaged in it are the low- 
est type. 

The law catches them when it can, and sends to jail. That seems 
just. Yet, there is no punishment for those who support the crime 
and make it profitable. The law doesn’t bother the leading citizens 
who eat the birds.

ATLANTA MAY GET 
GASOLINE PIPE LINE 


Gulf Corporation Plans To 
Pump Fuel From Florida 
Coast. 


Possibility that gasoline soon 


may be flowing into Atlanta from 
the Gulf coast of Florida through 
a 450-mile pipe line loomed yes- 
terday as plans for construction 
of the line were revealed by the 
Gulf Oil Corporation. 

Although officials of the com- 
pany in Atlanta said they had not 
been informed of the pipe line 
plans, it was learned that the cor- 
poration already is completing ar- 
rangements for construction of the 
line. 

The oil company obtained a per- 
mit several months ago, it was 
said. 

The Oil Weekly, special publi- 
cation of the oil industry, said the 
line would extend from Port St. 
Joe, on the Florida Gulf coast, 
north to Atlanta. 

The publication also revealed 
that the company had placed an 
order for between 23,000 and 25,- 
000 tons of seamless pipe. The or- 
der calls for eight and five- 
eighths-inch and six and five- 
eighths-inch pipe. 

The line, it was said, will permit 
movement of gasoline brought to 
Port St. Joe by tanker to the At- 
lanta market for distribution. The 
Florida port is almost due south of 
Atlanta. 

If the project materializes, it 
will be the first large gasoline line 
in the southeastern states. At pres- 
‘ent there are no gasoline iines 
south of Pennsylvania. and the

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—(#)—“A 
team that won’t be beaten can’t 
be beaten,” runs football’s favorite 
fighting phrase. Today you can 
add to that, “and a team that can’t 
be scored on won’t be ousted from 


first place in the national football 
rankings.” 

Admittedly Tennessee’s schedule 
isn’t up to the calliber of:those of 
Texas A. and M., Southern Cali- 
fornia or Notre Dame. Yet the 
Volunteers have’ come through 
seven games this fall, as well as 
their last five last season, without 
having their goal line crossed, 
That convincing argiment, plus 
the high esteem in which they’re 
held by all who have seen them 
perform, keeps the Vols _ at the 
head of. the parade in the fifth 
Associaated Press ranking poll. 

They are there for the fourth 
straight week, topping the list by 
66 first-place votes and 1,014 
points to 28 first-place votes and 
877 points for Texas Aggies. To- 
gether, these two high-geared ma- 
chines drew all but 19 of the 13 
first-place ballots cast by the na- 
tion’s experts. 

DUQUESNE MOVES UP. 

While Tennessee held first place 
safe and unbeaten and untied 
Duquesne moved in with the elect 
at last place in the top 10, Texas 
A. and M. improved its position 
considerably. Homer Norton’s 
Southwest conference leaders, 
aiming at the No. 1 spot won for 
the southwest in 1938 by Texas 
Christian, showed an increase of 
22 first-place votes over last week, 
and ran their second-place margin 
from two points to 31. 

Duquesne, taking the place of 
twice-beaten Michigan, was the 
week’s only newcomer to the first 
10. The one-point victory of Iowa 
over Notre Dame brought about 
the other re-alignment, for not 
only did it give the Hawkeyes 37 
points for fifteenth place, but it 
pushed Notre Dame down from 
third place to ninth and moved 
Southern California, Cornell, Ok- 
lahoma, Tulane, North Carolina 
and Ohio State up one notch in 
that order.

Can YouProceed 
After Partner s 
Forcing Pass? 


By Harold Sharpsteen. 


Forcing passes are not uncom- 
mon bids in this advanced day and 
age of contract. 

But, are you quite certain you 
would be able to recognize such a 
bid by partner? Would you know 
how to proceed after partner’s 
forcing pass? 

Let us make sure we know the 
answers to both questions. 

First of all, situations in which 
forcing passes are employed are 
so obvious, it is rarely difficult to 
interpret them. 

WITH PART SCORES. 

Assume both sides have a part- 
score. Your side has 40 points be- 
low the line. Opponents have a 
part-score of 60. The bidding goes: 

S You N Partner 
P P P 1S 
P INT 2C -: Pans! 

Your partner opened the bid- 
ding fourth hand with one spade. 
He does not propose, now, to let 
opponents have the contract and 
win a first game with a meager 
overcall of two clubs. Yet he has 
passed. 

What does this pass mean? 

CHANCE TO DOUBLE. 

Partner is simply passing to give 
you a chance to double opponents’ 
two-club overcall for penalties or 
otherwise bid again. Under no 
circumstances does partner expect 
you will pass. 

Another situation in which the 
forcing pass is used develops after 
a partnership has, by strength- 
showing bids, definitely establish- 
ed the fact that it holds the bal- 
ance of power. At some point in 
the bidding, opponents inject an 
obvious sacrifice overcall meant 
to offset a possible adverse slam. 

AGAINST SACRIFICE BIDS. 

The bidding may go something 
like this:

Equal quantities of cabbage and 
celery may be diced or shredded 
together and boiled or steamed 
for about 15 minutes. Drench with 
a well-seasoned cream sauce and 
serve at once. 

Don’t forget to serve greens of- 
ten, turnips, beet tops, spinach, 
any and all of the green leafy 
vegetables. They are especially 
rich in many of the important 
minerals. Green leaves rank next 
to milk and cheese in calcium 
content. A new style heat-resist- 
ant glass boiler might do a lot for 
your vegetable cookery.

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essential in building the bony 
framework of the body and are 
necessary to strong straight bones 
and good teeth. But what you may 
have overlooked is their regula- 
tory role. Calcium is a factor in 
controlling. the irritability of the 
nervous system. A deficiency may 
cause “nerves” and the addition 
of milk, cheese and green vege- 
tables to the diet can actually im- 
prove one’s disposition. 

Calcium controls the contrac- 
tility of muscles, regulates the 
heart beat, is necessary to the clot- 
ting power of the blood, and helps 
us to make better use of the: iron 
in the diet. This mineral is highly 
important to healthy functioning 
of the body. Yet the diet of the 
average adult is lower in calcium 
than in any other chemical ele- 
ment. 

Phosphorus also functions in a 
variety of ways, but its buffer ac- 
tion in helping to maintain the 
neutrality of the blood is of spe- 
cial interest. This action is very 
important to the reducer for when 
fat is being broken down poisons 
result. These must be neutralized 
by the minerals and carried off by 
the various organs of elimination. 
With a liberal mineral intake, the 
body’s stores of protective ele- 
ments are not depleted and there 
is no danger of acidosis. 

Richest sources of calcium and 
phosphorus are milk and cheese, 
eggs and green vegetables. Vege- 
table calcium is well utilized by 
adults, whereas the calcium from 
milk is more readily utilized by 
growing children. Each child 
should have one quart of milk a 
day. Since so many of our com- 
mon foods are poor in calcium, 
some of the calcium-rich foods 
should be included in our daily 
fare. If the diet contains sufficient 
protein and calcium, it also fur- 
nishes enough phosphorus. 

Calcium and phosphorus are not 
diminished in the skim milk and 
buttermilk specified for the re- 
ducer, but Vitamin A is lacking 
and it must be supplied in greens, 
cheese and butter. Vitamins A, C 
and D must be furnished in the 
diet if the minerals are to be ef- 
ficiently utilized. If you cannot 
get enough of the green and yel- 
low vegetables and cheese to sup- 
ply the requisite Vitamin A, you 
must take :. codliver oil or haliver 
oil concentrate. And if, for some 
reason, you cannot take enough 
calcium and phosphorus rich foods, 
ask your doctor to prescribe one 
of the mineral concentrates. 

Get Your Iron. 

Iron is another extremely im- 
portant mineral, Food sources are 
eggs, meat, greens and whole 
grains—all of which should be in- 
cluded every day in the menus. 
It is best to obtain all the protec- 
tive elements in food, and that 
goes for iron. Tonics should be 
taken only on the recommendation 
of your doctor. 

Iodine is a regulator of energy 
metabolism but it becomes of con- 
cern only in regions where the 
water supply and vegetables are 
lacking in this mineral. In the so- 
called goiter regions, the use of 
iodized salt takes care of the de- 
fifiency.

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Pre-Natal Diet 
Needs Calcium 
~ For Teeth 


By Dr. William Brady. 


A dental practitioner takes is- 
sue with a statement I made here 
in an article about baby teeth. I 
said that if there is any shortage 
in the essential minerals or vita- 
mins in the diet of the expectant 


mother the mother will sufter, for 
the fetus is a parasite and will 
rob the mother’s tissues of the 
nutriment required. This explains 
.why pregnant women so frequent- 
ly suffer from rapid decay of 
teeth. 

The quaint idea of the “robber 
fetus” producing decay in the 
maternal teeth, in its endeavor to 
satisfy calcium and phosphorus de- 
mands, probably originated cen- 
turies ago, but the strange thing 
is, thinks my professional half- 
brother, that such an empirical ab- 
surdity is accepted as fact by most 
of the laity and my many profes- 
sional people, albeit there is no 
authentic evidence to support it. 


I did not intend to imply that 
the fetus waits around while the 
mother digests and assimilates the 
vitamins and minerals, then 
pounces on the mother’s tissues 
and sucks the required elements 
out of them, .That would be ab- 
ane 


believe the facts are quite 
simple. The developing child de- 
pends for nutriment wholly upon 
the mother’s blood stream, which 
supplies the fetus just as it does 
her own tissues—the fetus being 
as much a part of the mother as 
is her right arm. 

It might be well to mention, 
suggests the dental practitioner, 
that should the fetus find the re- 
quired amount of calcium and 
phosphorus unavailable in the nu- 
trition of the host, the crowns of 
the teeth would offer a poor sup- 
ply, but the long bones of the 
host’s skeleton would offer a huge 
supply. 

The logical explanation of the 
rapid decay of teeth that occurs 
during pregnancy in too many in- 
stances is simply that the diet of 
-the expectant} mother fails to pro- 
vide enough calcium and phos- 
phorus to satisfy the requirements 
of the developing child and also 
her own requirements. 

The familiar saying that the ex- 
pectant mother “must eat for two” 
is sound enough in this respect. 
To insure adequate calcium and 
phosphorus for host and parasite— 
no offense intended—the expectant 
mother’s diet should include not 
less than a quart, better three 
pints of milk, two eggs, some kind 
of cheese, at least one green leafy 
relish, such as lettuce,. cabbage, 
cress, greens of any kind, one raw 
vegetable such as carrot, turnip,

T‘urnipseed, Claiming Innocence, 
Asks Commission To Pardon Him 


Former Atlanta Attorney Says Testimony Falsified and 
Jary Prejudiced; Cites Aging Mother in Poverty 
and Son’s Need of His Support. 


Robert F. Turnipseed, convicted 
Atlanta lawyer, who several weeks 
ago voluntarily walked into Fulton 


4440, | tower and surrendered, yesterday 


filed petition for a pardon with 
the State Prison and Parole Com- 
mission. 

Turnipseed was one of seven 
Atlanta attorneys convicted in 
connection with the fake damage 
claim racket. He was sentenced to 
serve 12 months for “cheating and 
swindling,” but disappeared while 
out on appeal bond. 

On surrendering, Turnipseed 
said he did not know the high 
courts had sustained his convic- 
tion. While out on appeal bond, he 
said, he had gone to another state 
to take a job and until recently 
had not heard his sentence was 
upheld. 

In his pardon petition, Turnip- 
seed sets forth: 

“There was no effort made on 
the part of the authorities to ap- 
prehend the petitioner and about 
the first of October, 1939, the pe- 
titioner came to Atlanta and ‘sur- 


rendered himself at the Fulton 
county jail because petitioner 
wished to relieve his mind of the 
said sentence imposed upon him.” 

Turnipseed contends he was not 
guilty and that he was tried by a 
prejudiced jury and that the testi- 
mony of a witness on which he 
was convicted was untrue and that 
the witness later admitted its -un- 
truthfulness. 

“As a result of his conviction,” 
the petition states, “the petitioner 
suffered his good home to become 
disrupted, his wife having to seek 
employment and having divorced 
petitioner since his conviction and 
petitioner has a small boy in the 
custody of his former wife, which 
child is in need of petitioner’s 
support. 

“Petitioner has an aged and 
widowed mother in Atlanta who 
is virtually in a state of poverty, 
barely able to support herself at 
present by sewing dresses and his 
said mother is very feeble.”
